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STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claim 8 recites a specific combination of "a plurality asynchronous modules" and "a 
plurality of synchronous modules" each having their own specific control unit arrangement. 
Since none of the cited prior art references disclose this specific combination, claim 8 is allowed. 

Claims 9-13 recite a specific circuit having "a pulse generation circuit" generating a 
"reset signal" and two asynchronous "modules". Each module having a "register" and a "control 
circuit", performing a logic operation", both responsive to the "reset pulse signal" and the 
"register" of one stage being responsive to the "control circuit" of the previous stage. Since none 
of the cited prior art references disclose this specific combination, claims 9-13 are allowed. 

Claims 14-16 recite a circuit having a "control circuit", string of cascaded "delay" 
circuits responsive to the "control circuit" and corresponding modules controlled by the delay 
circuits, wherein the delay circuits and the modules are clocked by the same clock. Additionally, 
the "control circuit' is reset responsive to the delay chain. Since none of the cited prior art 
references disclose this specific combination, claims 14-16 are allowed.
